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La Caille, was the soft of a parish clerk.

So to 
find out what he did so late in the even¬ 
ing, the latter went after him one night, 
and on arriving at the church, discovered 
him descending the steeple. The father, 
who was not born to be an astronomer, 
flogged the boy. He was seen weeping 
by a scientific man, who, “when he dis¬ 
covered in a boy of ten years of age, a 
passion for contemplating the stars at 
night, decided that the seal of nature had 
impressed itself on the geniusofthat boy.” 
This man obtained him from his parents, 
educated him, and he arose to bo a gieat 
astronomer. Thus genius in some people 
is met with at an early age. 

In literary works, some like prose, 
others poetry ; some fiction, others his¬ 
tory. Take the prose and poetry of the 
Bible ; no one will say, I think, that 
they have more taste for the prose than 
for the poetry. 

“The waters returned,” says the his¬ 
torian, “and covered the chariots and 
horsemen, and all the hosts of Pharaoh, 
that came into the sea after them, there 
remained not so much as one of them.” 

The song of Moses says : “Thou didst 
blow with thy wind ; the sea covered 
them ; they sank as leail in the mighty 
waters. Who is like unto thee, O God, 
among the gods ? who is like thee, glo¬ 
rious in holiness, fearful in praises, doing 
wonders ?” 

Here in this example the poetry, if it 
may be so called, is much better than the 
history. Take also the sublime of the 

Bible: 

“He stood and measured the earth ; 
he beheld, and drove asunder the nations. 
The everlasting mountains were scattered; 
the perpetual hills did bow ; his ways 
are everlasting. The mountains saw 
thee ; and they trembled. The over¬ 
flowing of the waters passed by. The 
deep uttered his voice, and lifted up liis 
hands.on high.” 

Some poetry, I have no doubt, is not 
so fine as prose written by the best writers. 
Also some of the sublime writings are 
not so fine as some of the beautiful. But 
generally poetry is better than prose, and 
the sublime better than the beautiful. 

Now, since men of taste are all over 
this wide world, while only a few men 
of genius, like tuillionari.es, arc found 
during a century, wo should strive, by 
education, industry arid religion, to be¬ 
come an aid to society and to God, and to 
leave a name that will last forever and 
ever. We should endeavor to become 
men of intellect, instructing others, and 
improving their character, that they may 
say when we are gone, “How kind anil 
bonovolenthe was !"

Sunday School Review.

licensed saloon-keeper was prosecuted 

for selling contrary to the law. lie 
pleaded that he had a license, but was 
lined. He appealed the case, and the 
above decision was rendered against 
him. 

Penalty for Licensing Saloon-Keepers 
-Judge Balcom. of Binghampton, re¬ 
cently charged the Grand Jury at Owego 
that “Excise Boards are liabie to indict¬ 
ment for giving license to any persons 
but hotel-keepers. ” 

Granting License Entirely Optional — 
It has been definitely and repeatedly de¬ 
cided by the Hupreme Court that no Ex¬ 
cise Board is compelled to give license.

Liability of the Board of Excise —If 
they license any person to sell intoxi¬ 
cating liquors, except those having a 
“good moral character/’ they are liable 
to be indicted for misdemeanor.—-(7 Bar- 
hour, 477). 

Liability of Police Officers —Sheriffs, 
constables-and policemen are bound un¬ 
der penalty of fine and imprisonment to 
enforce the ©revisions of the Excise laws 
and arrest all who violate them. 

Penalty for Selling Liquor Without 
License— Every person who, without li¬ 
cense, sells, gives away, or furnishes in¬ 
toxicating liquor, is liable in a civil ac¬ 
tion to pay $50 for each offence. He is 
also liable for the same in a criminal ac¬ 
tion, and must be punished by a fine of 
$100 and imprisonment three months ; 
and there is no discretion allowed to re¬ 
mit, suspend, or lessen the penalty. 

To Wham Liquor is Forbidd -=Ap- ' 
prentice»;"Tl)Th(Vrs^Tndians, inmates of 
poor-houses, intoxicated persons and 
habitual drinker’s. 

When Liquor Must Not be Sold —On 
the Sabbath; on election days within 
one-fourth of a mile of the place where 
the election is held ; and on any day be¬ 
tween the hours of cue and five in the 
mevuing. And furthermore, giving 
away or furnishing is punishable the 
same us selling. 

Selling Adulterated Liquors —Such 
ofienses aro punishable by tine and im¬ 
prisonment, the same as selling without 
a license. 

Liabilities of Railroad and Stage Com¬ 
panies —.Section 3J of the laws of 1857 
forbids railroad, ferry or stage companies 
employing persons known to be intem¬ 
perate. Penalty, a fine of $50 to $100. 

Other Liabilities of Licensed Dealers 
—They must not keep a disorderly 
house i nor allow gambling on their 
premises \ and in the latter is included 
gambling in any way to see who shall 
pay for the drinks. 

Public intoxication renders a dealer 
liable to forfeit his license. 

Civil Damage Law —Licensed dealers 
and all other persons are liable for sell- 
ing or giving away intoxicating liquors 
in all cases where damage to persons or 
property is the result, to the full amount 
of such damage.

The Syracuse Standard *ays: A rumor 
is in circulation and published in the 
Journal, Jhat the negotiations between 
the Syracuse Northern and Rome and 
Watertown railroads have ceased, and 
the prospects are more favorable for an 
extension of the Northern railroad to 
Lake Ontario and Watertown. This re¬ 
port may be correct, but there is another 
report that the people along the exten¬ 
sion have expressed a willingness fo 
furnish funds to construct the road in 
addition to the bonds already secured. 

—Messrs. George Opdyke k Co. an¬ 
nounce that the plan for reorganization 
of the New York and Oswego Midland 
Railroad Company which they first pre¬ 
sented baa been modified to meet the 
views expressed by many of the bond¬ 
holders.

PARISH. 

Last Monday we gave a short call 
upon Mr. E. T. Rulison, teacher of the Cen¬ 
tral Square school. We found Mr. 
Rulison in excellent spirits, and enjoy¬ 
ing very much his excellent school, and 
being surrounded by scholars who are 
emphatically on the progressive list. His 
school is large, numbering upwards of 
eighty pupils. Mr. Rulison informs us 
that the scholars progress much faster 
since they occupied th® new building 
than they did in the- old; thus proving 
I that it is much m©i*e profitable for the 
district to provide pleasant places for 
schools than to remain in their old di¬ 
lapidated shells. Mr.RuL’aon is one of the 
“Parish boys,” and we f«el proud of liis 
good success. This is his fourth term at 
Central Square, and he is going to re 
main with them another term. Central 
Square has one of the best school houses 
in the county. It adds beauty to the 
place, and it shows an elevated and pro¬ 
gressive spirit among the people. Indi¬ 
viduals there, who fought against the 
erection of the house to the bitter end, 
now frankly admit they were mistaken, 
and tHey would not now have it taken 
away from them and have old times re¬ 
stored if they could, even if it did cost 
$6000. There is a lesson for Parish and 
other places who have poor school houses. 
The rapid progress of a school would 
soon pay for the erection of a large, com¬ 
modious and convenient house, withoutsay- 
ing anything about other advantages. Mr. 
Rulison has a number of tuition scholars. 
Mr. Wyburn and Miss Harrington, the 
assistants, are doing their duties well. 
Aliss Harrington’s department numbers 
about fifty pupils. Dr. BateB, their 
efficient trustee, takes a lively interest 
in whatever pertains to education and 
the progress of the young. 

The School Commissioners are now 
about to hold their semi-annual examin¬ 
ation of teachers. We hope these exam¬ 
inations will mean something else than a 
license to plunder the public treasury. 
We want the licenses to assert truthfully 
that the holders are qualified to teach. 
This spring there are a vast aumber of 
individuals who apply for schools, and if 
the School Commissioners are not parti¬ 
cular in granting licenses, our schools 
will be filled with the poorest teachers 
because they will teach for the least 
wages. It is high time that the School 
Commissioners come to the rescue of the 
schools, and stop the unqualified from 
teaching till they become qualified. We 
go for licensing all qualified persons, and 
only them. If our school houses are 
not filled with qualified teachers the 
present season, let us hold our Commis¬ 
sioners responsible. Let us hold them 
to a strict accountability, and net let 
them sliiik the responsibility on the 
timstees oranybody else. We propose to 
watch the School Commissioners this 
spring, and we suggest that others do the 
same, and lee if th# schools are filled 
with the lest of the applicants. 

We call die attention of the tax pay¬ 
ers of the t*wns of Mexico and Parish 
in regard t« tho Bridge Bill presented 
against the xmnty and allowed by the 
Board of Supervisors. We do not say 
that these tills are illegal, but we do say 
they are unjust as respects these towns. 
The Bridge Bills brought against the 
county for repairing bridges across the 
Salmon, Oneida and Oswego rivers 
amount to $8,251.36. We protest 
against paying any part of these bills by

throwin stones at you, si 

ilio mansion, you perceive, was not 
without its humorous element. 

I remember one among the younger 
servants (asthey were then called), “Mary 
Ann ’; I think she was bom on the 
estate. She was well educated, a lady 
in mind and manners. I also remember 
reading some of her “compositions” and 
letters to different members of the fam¬ 
ily that would not suffer by comparison 
with the essays of many of our voung 
academicians. Grandfather was ” espe¬ 
cially proud of her attainments. 

To the more advanced in years among 
your readers, it may be interesting to 
trace a little biographic sketch given in 
grandfather’s own words in a letter to 
my mother (his second daughter), by her 
request, in 1838, in the 83d year of his 
age. After the family chronology he 
gives the following: 

W e wero married very young, have 
had 13 children, and have "lived together 
longer than any other husband and wife 
in our township. My son Samuel lost 
his hearing in infancy by canker rash ; 
W m. Lewis, Clarissa and Mary were, by 
the providence of God, all bom deaf— 
no second cause known. You may be 
glad, daughter, when I am gone to have 
some notices of my private and public 
life left for your perusal. 

I was educated and graduated at 
Dartmouth College; studied law with 
the late Judge Root, of Hai-tferd ; I was 
appointed Justice of the Peace in May, 

1785, and State Attorney for the county 
of Tolland when it was first organized in 

1786. 

In 17871 was chosen Town Clerk, 
and by annual appointment served in 
that office 23 years. In May, 1807, I 
was appointed Chief J udge of County 
Court and Judge of Probate, in which 
office I served till the 70th year of my 
age, excepting when a member of Con¬ 
gress in 1818 and 1819, in Washington, 
D. C. 

I have had in my law office in all 56 
students, a majority of whom completed 
their studies preparatory to admission to 
the bar under my tuition. 

Under the old charter of King Charles 
the TI, there were two stated sessions 
ef our General Assembly, annually • of 
which I attended 30 as "a member 'and 
two special session*; also one more, un¬ 
der the new constitution in 1826 


pression of countenance ; hence his 
every word to them, because both rever¬ 
enced and cherished, made a deeper im¬ 
pression, than that which trembles on 
the ear-drum and is forgotten or unheed¬ 
ed soon as voiced. 

I can recount many incidents and wise 
sayings of the old gentleman with pleas¬ 
ing and grateful emotion, mingled, per¬ 
haps, with a little pardonable pride. 
In conversation with my mother and 
others, while speaking of the two de¬ 
partments Of his family, I have heard 
this good man say, “My fire mutes are 
a more sacred trust, if possible, than my 
other children. They, with their silent 
symbols, do not seem like inmates of this 
babbling world. They have an inner 
realm to cultivate and enrich, tlieir 
tongues will never dishonor them or me.” 
At another time he said, “A burden of 
words proves no one’s wisdom.” Once 
when patiently listening to a snake 
story (perhaps a little overdrawn) from 
one of my cousins, hesoftly said, “My sen, 
when speech runs to husk the kernel be¬ 
comes withered and scanty.” 

To me, in this history, is a beautiful 
exemplification of the law of adaptation 
by our heavenly Father, in placing these 
mutes in such care, where the law of love 
so prevailed as to cover every seeming 
defect. I think there is a providential 
value in these elements in society, as by 
them God teaches all others the sacred 
trust of the faculties of hearing and 
speech ; and is it not proper that they 
should be cherished as God’s Silent Mon¬ 
itors ?
